The governor then went on a road 


inspection tour and did not return 
to the capital until the night of Aug. 
S. The following day the sheriff be- 
sieged him in the capital building by 
stationing a guard in the lower cor- 
ridors. He refused to make the arrest 
In the executive office and finally, 
after a 
conference, 
the governor 


agreed to surrender at the executive 
mansion. He was arrested, taken to 
the court house, and gave bond. 


ASKED VENUE CHANGE. 


September 16 the governor and Mr, 


Curtis asked a change of venue. Mr. 
Sterling did not Join them In the 
petition. 


December 5 preliminary arguments 


wer finally started on defense mo- 
tions to quash the indictments. On 
December 29 
Judge Edwards

missed all charges except that of 
conspiracy to defraud the state by 
falsa pre'tenses and the indictments 
charging the governor 
with

bezzling ?500,000 during his term as 
state treasurer and ordered the case 
to trial on the latter Indictment.

spiracy case, dismissed it also, leav- 
ing only the conspiracy clferge on 
record. 


TOOK NINE WEEKS.

AIMED AT HELFERICH! 


Tha uproar was primarily aimed 


at Helfferlch whom the Socialist^ 
and Communists wanted to force out 
of the chamber 
through 
cries of 


"murderer," "assassin." 


Soon after the assassination 
of 


the foreign minister and before the 
opening of the Reichstag session, 
the commotion in the chamber was 
marked by an odd coincidence, In 
the appearance of a youth bearing 
a large wreath Intended as a tribute 
to Helfferlch. 
Deputy Unterleltner, 


Independent Socialist, took the floral 
Piece of roses and oak leaves,' be- 
rlbboned in black, white and red 
and holding it up shouted: 


"This is a Eift of honor for Helf- 
ferlch."

THOUGHT AN INSULT. 


There was a shout from the left 


and cries of "shame, shame", "the 
murder gang." 


Deputies immediately 
seized 
the 


wreath and pou.-,c=2 upon the youth. 
It developed that he had not heard of 
tho assassination of Rathenau, and 
meant the wreath as an offering in 
honor of Helfferlch's speech of last 
night, in which the nationalist lead- 
er scored the government and the 
foreign minister. The youth was re- 
leased. 


BROUGHT QUIET. 


After long rioting in the early 


part of the session President Loeb's 
pursuasiveness Induced partial quiet 
and the memorial proceedings were 
begun. They were rot-without vic- 
ious interruptions from the left. 


"This seat," said 
the 
president, 


"would not be vacant had it not 
been for the boundless inflammatory 
agitation directed against the heads 
of the government."

was addresed to the right. 


He paid Dr. Rathenau 
a. moving 


tribute for his unselfish devotion to 
the cause of the republic and his 
speech evoked loud cries

live the republic.'.' 


WIRTH VISIBBY MOVED.

was visibly moved, for the loss of 
Dr. Rathenau Is a distinctly personal 
matter with him. The foreign min- 
ister generally was 
viewed as the 


chancellor's co'ach. 


Dr. Wirth 
recalled 
Rathenau's 


work at Genoa, expressing the con- 
viction that the minister's senti- 
ments as expounded in the presence 
of the Allied leaders sounded a new 
note in behalf of international recon- 
ciliation. He braised him for having 
pointe'fl out a path which would lead 
to the world's economic restoration.

Wm. Rockefeller Dies As 


Own Tomb Nears Completion 


Tarrytown, N. T,, June 24.—William 


Rockefeller, who with his older broth- 
er, John ,D., built op the family mil- 
lions in the'oil Industry, died today 
of pneumonia complicated by the re- 
currence of kidney ^trouble, at his 
country estate overlooking .the Hud- 
son river from North Tarrytown. He 
was 81 years old. His wealth was es- 
timated aa being between $100,000,000 
and 1250,000,000. 


To all but relatives and his closest 


friends, the end was unexpected, 


TOMB NEARLY FINISHED. 


Death struck down the aged man of 


finance Just as his own tomb was 
nearlng completion. 
A year 
ago 


worltmen began building a pure white 
mauseloum for him on" the highest' 
ridge in the Sleepy Hollow cemetery, 
•half a mile south of his estate. 


It is almost completed and in a few 


weeks the todies of Mr. Rockefeller 
and his wife will be placed within 
the J25.000 tomb. 


TRIP HASTENS DEATH. 


The two wealthy brothers, John D., 


and William, Journeyed last -week to" 
the farm on which, both of them were 
born near Richford. It was the ex- 
haustion from this trip, Mr. Rocke- 
feller's doctors said, that weakened 
him, 


The two brothers returned to their 


estates Friday night t of last week, 
William Insisted on motoring to New 
York when Important business mat- 
ters arose the following day. 'He was 
caught :in heavy rains in New York 
and on the trip home that evening, 
and shortly after midnight the cold he 
had caug-ht became serious. 


COMPLICATIONS DEVELOP. 


Physicians were called In before 


dawn on Sunday. They found Mr. 
Rockefeller suffering from fcn..acute 
attack of indigestion. The next day 
pre-evlstent kidney trouble began-to 
trouble him again, and the cold de- 
veloped ~ Into pneumonia. Gradually 
the oil magnate grew worse, but all 
along his Indomnttable. spirit fought 
against the disease that gripped him 
more strongly each hour. 


UNCONSCIOUS THURSDAY.

Thursday Mr. Rockefeller 
lapsed- 


into unconsciousness and from that on 
he~ never was fully in control of his 
senses. He refused nourishment and 
toward the end, he had to be forcibly 
fed.

0:40 o'clock this morning, when he ex- 
pired, oxygen was administered 'con- 
tinuously.

resulted, during the twelve weeks of 
Its life, In cutting down available 
stock piles to within 12,000,000 tons 
of the danger line, according to re- 
ports to the Geological Survey and 
the Department of Commerce, 


These agencies estimate that the 


Industries of the country can con- 
tinue operation at their present rate 
for about four weeks more and will 
then have to curtail operations to a 
basis of four or five days a week, 
generally, because of the approach- 
Ing coal shortage, now regarded as 
certain. 


BIG PLANTS FEEL IT. 


Ths first pinch has been felt al- 


ready by manufacturers in New Jer- 
sey, according to reports to the Em- 
ployment Service of the Department 
of Labor, In that state, according to 
reports, employers already have been 
compelled to curtail their operations 
somewhat because of the "fuel scar- 
olt.y 


Figures 
of the geological survey 


show that since the beginning of the 
coal year April 1, anthracite mines 
have produced only a few thousand 


tons of coal. During that period they 
usually mine, on the- average, about 
20,000.000 tons or nearly one-quarter 
of the year's requirements. 


CANNOT CATCH UP. 


The anthracite 
mines have only 


forty weeks In which to mine the 
customary fifty two 
weeks supply. 


Going at 
top capacity, 
with full 


working forces and a full car sup- 
ply, the Geological 
Survey figures 


'sho'w they cannot perform the task 
because of physical inability, 


AT TOP SPEED. 


In th» bituminous Industry, non- 


union mines are working at a rate 
never equalled before. They are pro- 
ducing between five million and s!i 
million tons a week. Last Wednes- 
day when a total of 17,000 carloads 
was exceeded, was the greatest pro- 
ducing day ever attained In those 
fields. 


This week's non-unlcvn production,

Investigation Shows No Need of State Troops—Only 


Reopening of Mines Will Cause Fresh Outbreak.

military commission headed by Major 
General- Milton J. Foreman and the 
annpuncement of its recommendation 
that no troops be sent into William-1 
son county at the present time and 
that .those national guard units which 
had been mobilized a^rid hefd in readi- 
ness be ordered home,< the.situation 
In the coal fields was easier tonight. 


WISE RECOMMENDATION. ' 


Residents of the. county, farmers, 


mine union officials and business n'en 
almost -without exception said they 
believed the recommendation a good 
one and hoped It would be followed. 


General Foreman In announcing hJs 


recommendation -said that his mission 
was clearly defined. It was to de- 
termine whether It was necessary or 
expedient to order state troops Into 
the mine fields at this time, that Gen- 
eral Foreman, after an Investigation 
which began at four 
o'clock 
this 


morning, declared he was 
satisfied 


that no good purpose would be served 
by calling out troops at ttys time, as 
he believed the disturbed condition In 
the country had been permanently re- 
lieved and that It would not recur. 


WILL NOT BEOPEN. 


The only reason, he asserted, which 


would cause a recurrence would be 
a renewed attempt to mine coal and 
this he did not believe would be done. 


PEACEFUL INQUEST. 


General Foreman declared he did 


not belicVe that the inquest over the 
bodies of the Lester mine tragedy vic- 
tims, scheduled for tomorrow, was 
likely to provoke further disturbance 


and that he had received the assur- 
ance, of Mayor Pace that he would 
be personally responsible 
for 
the 


safety of the wounded non-union men 
now in the hospital. 


RESERVE OPINIONS. 


The general and members of the 


military commission declined to say If 
they believed civil authorities of the 
county bad done their duty In at- 
tempting to cope with the disturbed 
conditions. 


Conclusions on that question had 


not been asked oj them in their In- 
structions, they said. 


"PERSONS UNKNOWN." 


Tomorrow's Inquest was expected to 


end at least for the time being the 
official investigation of local author- 
ities Into >he death of the non-union 
miners and mine guards. "Persons 
unknown" probably will be officially 
held accountable for the deaths and It 
appears highly improbable" that th« 
identity of those responsible ever will 
be made known.

This place ot business was 
absolutely shut off from the street 
front at times and was obliged to 
carry goods around the corner into 
South Park street in order to load 
them into a truck 
The same thing 


was true when goods had to be 
brought into the store. 
And since 


goods had to be shipped 
out 
and 


brought in every day the condition 
was a tremendous handicap. Now the 
store has a bit of red curb which Is 
preserved inviolate. 


UNSATISFACTORY. 


The right angle parking on IJncoln 


square la not proving quite so satis- 
factory, Good Brother! on the west 
side of the square1 had upon their own 
initiative painted diagonal parking 


lines and these have been replaced by 
the right angle lines. It Is found 
that exactly the name number of cars 
can be parked while It is more diffi- 
cult to get into and out at right angle 
stall and it interferes more with pass- 
ing traffic. However, „ they are not 
complaining and are giving the new 
rules a lair trial. They patiently and 
pleasantly ask the man who parks at 
a wrong angle in front of their place 
to back out and pull in on the square. 


RULE NOT OBEYED. 


The "rear right wheel six feet from 


the curb" rule that applies to side 
streets is not BO well obeyed and no 
doubt some pressure will have to be 
brought to bear to enforce that. As It 
works out it is wasteful of parking 
space and It is certain that it will 
never be satisfactorily enforced until 
parking lines are painted on the pave- 
ment. 


There is no doubt that the painting 


of the parking lines through the in- 
fluence of the Decatur Motor club and 
the Association of Commerce is a sav- 
ing clause in the new arrangement. It 
Is a perpetual reminder and a constant 
help to motorists in doing the right 
thing.

ient return to let our taking stop 
there ' 


"We are already planning a new 


scheme of taxation. It is proposed 
to place a tax on beds, for to ua 
the bed Is not an absolute necessity 
Our people have been used for cen- 
tarles to sleeping on the floor and 
continue to do so to this day. To- 
d;>y we see that beds are gradually 
being introduced by those who can af- 
ford them, so we are proposing to 
place a ta^c on these beds as an arti- 
cle of luxury."

In consequence of the better roads 


campaign which has been In pro- 
gress throughout the United States 
during the past several years, there 
is evident a great increase In trans- 
continental and intersectlonal auto- 
mobile travel. 


One of the first traiscontlnental 


highways to benefit from the popu- 
lar demand for Improved thorough- 
fares was the National Old Trarts 
road. 


Only a few years ago this Impor- 


tant artery was improved for only 
a very few miles from its eastern 
terminus at Baltimore As time went 
on its Inter-state Importance v*as 
recognized successively by Ohio, In- 
diana and 
Illinois, lUth the result 


that the motorist Is now able 
to 


travel it from the Atlantic seaboard 
to the Mississippi river on 
first- 


class pavement. West of St. Louis, 
few hard surfaced roads will be en- 
countered, but the natural earth and 
gravel roads are well graded and 
(Irag-ged, so that they 
afford good 


surfaces during dry weather. 


Much the same conditions 
exists 


along ths Lincoln highway, although 
in thli case there arc- «tlll some In- 
diana and Ohio stretches that have 
not been surfaced. Illinois paved her 
section with concrete last year, so 
that wit),in another year or two It 
will be possible to travel from New 
York to Clinton, la, over continu- 
ous macadam and concrete. 


The eastern extension of the Yel- 


lowstone Trail from Boston to Chi-

How many thousand dollars does 


Deoatur school district lose annually 
by a failure to secure an accurate 
and complete school census? 
The 


question la raised by a woman who 
for several years has had a great 
deal to do with the school census 
She has served as one of the census 
enumerators and as a tabulator of the 
oensus figures until she Is qualified 
as an expert In both branches. Per- 
haps no city In Illinois takes more 
pains to secure an accurate schoo 
census and yet this woman feels tha 
a sreat many people of school ase 
In the district are not counted. 


DISCREPANCY. 


Here is an example In the report o 


one enumerator this year: She founi 
2J4 children In her territory undo 
six yaars old and on'y seventy-six 
between 16 and 21 
That Is to say 


there are less than o ^e-thlrd a:

Cars Can Pass When Not 


Speeding. 


The story of the wrecking last 


week of a Haynes and a Franklin 
car on the Flood bridge a mile and 


halt north of 
Forsyth 
on 
the 


Bloomington road caused much com- 
ment and no little criticism ot road 
builders for constructing a bridge 
too narrow to -permit two cars to 
pass. The actual facts about 
this 


bridge should be of Interest to auto- 
mo'billsts and road builders alike. 


BUILT IN 1010. 


On the plans In the office of the 


county superintendent ot -highways 
this structure Is known as the Flood 
bridge. 
It Is really a large culvert 


with, a span of ten feet and sixteen 
feet roadway. It was built in 1910 
by the highway commissioners 
of 


Hickory-Point township and the plans 
were prepared by the county super- 
intendent. At tha time it was Insist- 
ed that the roadway should be wider 
but 
the 
highway 
commissioners 


thought that sixteen feet was quite 
enough. 


WAS INSPECTED. 


This culvert was there when the 


road was taken over by the state 
highway department for improve- 
ment as a graded and oiled state aid 
road. 
It was one of the first roads 


the state Improved 
under 
the 


amended law permitting work of this 
kind. This being the case it was In- 
spected by the state highway depart- 
ment, the three commissioners, and 
the chief engineer, going over the 
road from Decatur to tha county lino 
and 
giving 
critical 
attention 
to 


bridges and culverts as well as to 
grades. It was remarked at the time 
that this culvert was too narrow for 


paved road but It was concluded 


that it would serve until this road 
was paved when it would be ex- 
tended. 


It will be borne in mind that the 


present heavy motor traffic on the 
roads was then undreamed of, and It 
was manifestly the purpose of the 
highway commissioners to economize 
as much as possible, there being then 
no great state fund for road build 
Ing. 


RACE FOR BRIDGE. 


With a sixteen feet road way there 


Is ample room for two cars to pass 
but what happened In this case was 
that they attempted to pass at high 


"There Isn't a day," says-one man 


whose business takes him much over 
the roads of Macon county, "that I 
<ln not meet fwo or three cars that 
try to beat me to a bridge and I al- 
ways let them have it." 


The Flood bridge is as wide as the 


St. Ixiuis bridge on which hundreds 
ot cars meet and pass every day but 
never at a speed' of forty miles an 
liour. 
It Is much -wider than the 


Smallwood bridge north of (|>ecatur 
on the Eloomington road which does 
not permit two cars to pass. 


On a state- bond road the Flood 


bridge would be made thirty feet 
wide and a new an-d wide structure 
will replace the old, narrow Small- 
wood bridge over Stevens creek. But 
the county is still full of bridges and 
culverts that are too narrow for two 
automobiles to pass at hfgh speed, 
and apparently there remain a good 
tiany drivers who 
do 
not 
know 


enough to step on the brake when 
approaching a bridge.

was quite overdue. 


SENTIMENTAL VALUE.

portance, It had a decided sentimental

he deflationary process 
through 


which American Industry has been 
passing for the last twelve months. 
REGIONAL BANKS MAY FOLLOW. 


It Is anticipated that tho regional 


banks in other sections will follow 
the lead of 
New York and subse- 


quently Boston, and reduce their of- 
ficial discount rates. But the situa- 
,ion In the New York district Is par- 
ticularly Interesting in view of the 
expansion in Wall street operations 
during the last live months 


The rise on the 
stock exchange 


started about the middle of January 
At that time the New York banks be- 
onglng to the Federal Reserve had 
with their central Institution redis- 
counts secured by United States gov- 
ernment obligations amounting to 
$104,745,000. 


WALL STREETS' CREDIT 


Roughly this was the credit as- 


sistance which the federal bank was 
gi-iing to Wall street 


By the, end of the third week In 


June this rediscount item stood at 
only $18327,000 within a measurable 
distance, that 
is, of the 
vanishing 


point. The meaning of this Is that 
:he entire stock exchange campaign 
since January, involving a very large 
addition to Wall 
Street's 
loan ac- 


count, hat been 
financed not only 


entirely by the member banks with- 
out recourse to the rediscount priv- 
ileges; not only this but during the 
interval nearly $100,000,000 of prev- 
ious borrowings at the Federal Re- 
serve bank were paid back. 


FEAR CURBED ACTION. 


Herein lies the chief explanation 
hy the heads of the 
Federal Re- 


serve, after delaying so long, have 
fmall-v brought the official discount 
down to the four per cent level cor- 
responding 
to- the 
open 
market 


quotation on mercantile loans. 


They were manifestly afraid of 


moving before lest they 
give too 


much encouragement to speculation 
But now when It appears that this 
year's Wall Street operations have 
entailed no strain 
whatever 
upon 


federal reserve resources, have not 
even interfered with the liquidation 
of reductions on Wall Street trans- 
actions, the need for such 
extreme 


caution no longer exists 
INVESTMENT MARKET HELPED. 


The reduction of the Federal Re- 


serve discount acted as a stimulant 
to the Investment market. But the 
effect wai more apparent in govern- 
ment bonds than It was In corporate 
securities. All United 
States war 


loans drew well across par; some of 


them reached higher prices than any 
hitherto touched, the reason being 
that a discount rate of four per cent 
automatically places a premium upon 
a 4% per cent security constituting 
the 
accepted collateral for redis- 


counts. 


The rest of the Investment market, 


so far at least, has been slow to fol- 
low the advance in liberties 
The 


better grade of railway and indus- 
trial bonds are still a point to three 
points down from their highs of tho 
year, which were establishing either 
during the January advance or the 
second forward movement In April. 
It still remains true, therefore, that 
no evidence is yet forthcoming1 to In- 
dicate a resumption of the upward 
swing In bond prices which was def- 
initely checked two months ago. 


GRAIN AFFECTS EXCHANGES. 
The action of the foreign exchange 


market is fairly Intelligible. In all 
probability the recent 
advance 
In 


sterling to $4.61 was in part brought 
about by over-speculation which had 
to be corrected by the subsequent 
decline. But this advance 
at 
the 


same time had the effect of acceler- 
ating preparations to finance Euro- 
pean purchases later on of American 
gram and cotton. 


The increased supply of exchange 


drafts drawn agair.st these purchases 
is mainly responsible for the break 
of the last ten days. 


FRENCH RATES DOWN. 


With continental exchange condi- 


tions are different, French rates are 
down to the lowest since 
January, 


and German rates are practically at 
their very lowest. 


The decline has been persistent and 


almost continuous since the failure 
of the -German loan 
project. Un- 


doubtedly it reflects very real mis- 
givings as to whether Germany will 
bo able to meet the July .Installment 
on preparations, let alone the pay- 
ments due for later months. 


Official France was unwlling to 


yield a jot to the representations of 
the rest of the world which would 
have made possible a solution of the 
German indemnity problem through 
the grant of an International loan, 
and the result 
has been—as even 


most fervid French nationalists must 
see—a steady andrapid depreciation 
In the credit of France as measured 
in the exchange value of her cur- 
rency. 


ADVANCE IN HEX PETHJ. 


The stock market of the week on 


the whole has been" unimportant 
save for the sensational eplscda of 
Mexican, Petroleum, with its 60 point 
advance.

has been ft corner in this stock, it

about by real absorption of the small 
outstanding supply by people- famil- 
iar with the Importance of the re- 
cent oil discoveries In the comiany's 
territory. 


MAY BRING ANSWER.

lative activity of April and May, has

a, bird tragedy that Mrs. Wasson 
ana I heard pf this week while on 
an auto trip to Ramsey, 111. It -was 
of the breaking up of the home ot 
a pair of humming birds, These tiny 
little bird* hava strong bills and 


i courageous fighter* tut 
they, 


like nearly all our feathered friends, 
are constantly engaged In a bathe 
tor their very existence. 


This pair of hummers built then' 


tiny nest on a single swaying maple i 
limb hardly more than one half incli 
In diameter. Their skill displayed in 
attaching the nest wa« marvellous 
It was cemented in some way, most 
firmly to th« limb. Where thay got 
this cement 1 cannot Ruesg fqr 1 
have never read that hummers glue 
their ne»t to Its foundation as the 
chimney swallow sluea Its nest of 
sticks to the bricks of the chim- 
ney, 


GUY ROPES, 


Another strange thing to me was 


the way the little home wai tied 
with guy rope* ol »pjd8r» thread to 
small offshooti from th» limb to nest 
was fastened on. This however Is 
spoken of In The Eritantca. Tha spjd- 
er thread guyropep were put there 
by the birds and are shown In the 
photograph I later made ol the home, 
Leaves partly concealed the nest and 
to make sure it oould not be seen 
from one side the brilliant plumag- 
ed little architects wove one end 
of a live maple leaf Into the nest 
near the top. 
' 


The'nest itself was built of a cot- 


tony loklng product which ir. early 
June Is plntiful aa It is obtained 
from tho bloom of fie cottonwood 
tiees. Outside the nest It was almost 
covered with small pieces of green 
or grayish lichens. These I believe 
was put on for camouflage purposes 
though much wiser bird 
men than 


the -writer »ay Jt in done for orna- 
mont. 
Anyhow when taken to the 


nest by William Bullock, a member 
of whose family found the nest, the 
gentleman oould hardly find the nest 
though he had seen it often. It blend- 
ed In perfectly with lt» lurround- 
Ings.

Mr. Bullock was fortunate enough 


to be able to watch the nest In pro- 
cess of building. This was done In 
the underbrush near the nest which 
was In a dark wooded place in the 
Kaskaskia river bottoms. 


DESERT NEST. 


Soon after the completion of the 


beautiful structure, two tiny eggs 
wer laid In it. These were pure white 
and slightly larger than a pea. Then 
the; eggs wer hatched and several 
days before our visit to the Bullock 
home, some bird or other enemy took 
the tggB and then of course the 
parents deserted the nast. 


No egg shell! were in the nest 


or near it 
The nest was undam- 


aged aoVhen Mr. Bullock guided me 
to it, t was able to get a good pic- 
ture of it. Mr. Bullock gave ne thet 
nest and though the spider thread 
guy rope» parted since, the nest on 
its limb makes a good appearance 
In my Water street display case.

PIG EXPERIMENTS

Remarkabls results have been ob- 


tained by the experiments in pig san- 
itation on several farms near Bloom- 
Ington, according to Farm Advisor 
Walworth »nd the Maoon county farm- 
ers who visited the. farms. Friday. 


The death rate among spring1 pigs 


on these farms'was only about three 
per osnt whIU that among-pigs rais- 
ed under ordinary conditions Is about 
thirty per cent. The pigs raised on 
these farms are also much freer from 
disease than others, 


PLACED IN CLOVBH. 


As soon a« a litter of pigs Is born 


the pigi are taken to » fresh clover 
field In whluh there are no other pigs. 
The brood sow la disinfected and the 
pigs ar« kept away from all others. 
As a result the pigs are sturdier and 
healthier than those reared In the old 
fashioned haphazard way. 


Only seven farmeis made the trip 


to Bloomington. A number of others 
intended to go but they were short 
of help and were trying to put up 
their hay, shook their wheat and fight 
chinch bugs all at once so that It 
was impossible for them to leave.
